For months, Newark sanitation 
workers lived under the loom- 
ing threat of privatization and 
layoffs. 

Those who followed the 
workers’ struggle to retain their 
jobs and dignity may have 
thought it looked like a David 
vs. Goliath battle. A betting 
man probably would have 
picked the Booker administra- 
tion to be the ultimate winner. 

But as one wise man said 
many years ago: "It ain't over 
'til it'S over." Last month, our 
union local worked out a com- 
promise with city officials, and 
as a result, the privatization 
plan was trashed. About 200 
men and women will remain 
on the payroll and the city will 
still save millions of dollars. 
On top of this, the city, which 
had an outside contractor pick- 
ing up trash in one ward, will 
end that contract next year. 

At a time when unions are 
losing battles left and right, 
how did we buck the negative 
trend in the largest city in New 
Jersey? 

As the head of SEIU Local 
617, I had argued for months 
that privatization made no 
sense because folks would end 
up paying more for fewer serv- 
ices. No surprise there. What 
else would one expect a union 
to say on behalf of its dues- 
paying members? But here's 
the deal: The union first did a 
careful analysis and came up 
with the numbers to back its 
arguments.

And then we went further. 
We submitted ideas to the 
Booker administration that 
would allow our sanitation 
workers to take on more work, 
thus saving money otherwise 
spent on outside contractors. 
While this may come as a sur- 
prise to some, these city em- 
ployees, like many other 
hardworking men and women 
in New Jersey, are willing to 
do just about anything to avoid 
losing their jobs and going on 
unemployment. 

They would rather keep col- 
lecting their modest salaries, 
which average about $35,000 
to $40,000, so they can take 
care of their families and other 
commitments. And they had al- 
ready agreed earlier to increase 
their health benefit contribu- 
tions. 

When I came to the negotiat- 
ing table to work out a deal 
that would scuttle privatization 
and save public jobs, I also 
came with a realistic view of 
the city's fiscal problems. I 
know some folks believe 
unions are living in a fantasy 
world and need to come back 
to Earth. Many people, spurred 
on by the public bashing of 
unions, would prefer we just 
disappear. 

But we understand the fiscal 
plight. We are all living it, and 
it is staring us right in our 
faces. However, we also under- 
stand that in the rush to bal- 
ance the books, mistakes could 
be made tallying up numbers 


or, worse, a target placed on 
blue-collar workers. 

In the months leading up to the 
compromise, I never lost sight 
of my responsibility to ensure 
that all the chips were on the 
table so our workers were dealt 
a fair hand. And I appreciated 
the efforts of business adminis- 
trator Julien Neals and the city 
council to listen. 

I also never forgot the efforts of 
a man who took on the cause of 
sanitation workers more than 
40 years ago. Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr. died in Memphis 
where he had gone to support 
the workers on strike. 

Dr. King spoke about the link 
between civil rights and labor. 
He said: ^Our needs are identi- 
cal with labor's needs — decent 
wages, fair working condi- 
tions, livable housing, old age 
security, health and welfare 
measures, conditions in which 
families can grow, have educa- 
tion for their children and re- 
spect in the community."

Feeling of progress rises among 
African Americans

: Despite being hit especially hard by the bad economy, 
job losses and the high rate of foreclosures, African Ameri- 
cans' assessment of race relations and prospects for the fu- 
ture has surged more dramatically during the past two years 
than at any time in the past quarter-century, according to a 
new poll. 

In a survey of American racial attitudes released, re- 
searchers reported that the feeling of progress is driven in 
large part by the election of President Obama, along with a 
greater sense of local community satisfaction and a more 
positive outlook. The majority of African Americans say 
they are better off now than they were five years ago. 

"We expected that there may be an Obama effect, and it 
was really quite dramatic — which isn't to say that this era 
as measured in this survey means that all is fine between 
blacks and whites," 

Large majorities of blacks continue to say that the coun- 
try needs to make more changes and that the problems 
rooted in the country's history of slavery and segregation 
haven't disappeared. But there are many indications that 
African Americans feel there has been significant advance- 
ment. 

Thirty-nine percent of blacks — nearly twice as many as 
in 2007 -- say that the "situation of black people in this 
country" is better than it was five years earlier. That view 
holds among blacks of all age groups and income levels. 
Similarly, 56 percent of blacks and nearly two-thirds of 
whites say the standard-of-living gap between whites and 
blacks has narrowed in the past decade. Still, when asked 
about the problems facing black families, a majority said 
there were not enough jobs and there were too many prob- 
lems with drugs and alcoholism, crime and poor public ed- 
ucation. 

The 112-page report is based on a telephone survey con- 
ducted in November among a nationally representative 
sample of 2,884 adults, including 812 African Americans. 
Pollsters attempted to root out Obama's role in the changed 
attitudes and also look at the role race has played in how he 
is viewed.
